The Derivation of the Name Further 
Inquired Into. 

Avcusta, December 17.—Editors Consti- 

tution: Isee in your issue ot yesterday a 

communication from my friend Dr. W. B. 

Jones, of Burke, upon the origin of the 

term ‘“‘cracker,” as applied to Georgians. 


He says it is of ancient origin, and ‘began 
in the city of Savannah immediately after 
the war of 1776." He conjectures it is de- 
rived from the custom, then a necessity, 
which prevailed among the country peo 
ple during the war of the revolution of 
cracking corn for food, ‘‘as best they could”’ 
—mills then being inaccessible to them. 
Tho term is of even more ancient origin 
than the docto: states—and that origin not 
quite so gratifying to our pride as he con- 
jectures. Shortly after Oglethorpe’s settle- 
ment upon the Savannah was founded, the 
outlying forests. not very remote from Sa- 
vannah, became the resort of e6caped crim- 
inals from the older colonies—notably 
from North Carolina and Virginia. These 
people were lawiess toa degree, and their 
depredations much dreaded by the Ogle- 
thorpe settlers, whether of towa or country 
—much moreso by the country farmers 
than the citizans of Savannah, because the 
former were more exposed to the attacks of 
these marauders whom they denominated 
“crackers’’ or cracksmen—precisely as we 
apply the latterterm to house breakers to-

people, better than their fathers, became 
orderly citizens and intermarried with the 
Oglethorpe country farmers. The name,

Georgia in Congress. 

At the first cal. of the session for bills 
and resolutions, Mr, Stephens presented 
a bill relative to themelting and refining 
of bullion. Mr. Nicholls presented, 
through the petition-bex, a bill to appro- 
priate $50,000 for the improvement of the 
Chattahoochee river. Mr, Stephens pre- 
sented the petition of J. & Hyman, of 
Riddleville, and other citizezs of Wash- 
ington and Johnson counties, ‘or an ex- 
tension of the post-route from Bavisboro 
and Beding to Wrightaville. 

Senators Hilland Brown voted w au- 
thorize the president to make Fitz-John 
Porter a colonel on the retired list, w¥h 
no pay for the time iatervening between 
his dismissal from the army and such ap. 
pointment. The bill was passed in that 
shape. In the house an effort was made 
to take up the Wood refunding bill, and 
the yeas and nays were called on the pro- 
position to give it precedence. Messrs. 
Blount, Cook, Felton, Hammond and 
Nicholls voted “‘ay;” Messrs. Speer and 
Stephens voted “no;’ Messrs. Persons 
and Smith were paired. The motion 
was carried. 

The Burnside educational bill was 
taken up last §Wednesday, and 
Senators Morrill and Brown  dis- 
cussed it at considerable length. 
The speeches of each _ senator 
were “held for revision.”’ In the house 
Mr. Nicholls obtained unanimous ¢on- 
sent to have the bill taken from the 
speaker’s table for present consideration, 
to authorize the construction of a fixed 
bridge over the St. Mary’s river. Mr. 
Conger opposed its passage, and it was, 
after being read twice, referred to the 
committee on commerce. This is the bill 
that was introduced by Senator Brown in 
the interest of the Jacksonville short-cut 
railroad. Later on the bill was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Nicholls, taken from the com- 
mittee on commerce, and returned to the 
speaker’s table. 

The speech of Governor Brown on the 
educational bill appears in the Record of 
last Friday. The bill was further dis- 
cussed on Thursday, and Senator Hoar in 
his remarks on thé appropriation for at 
least one technical school in each state, 
submitted the following statistics in rela- 
tion to the university of Georgia:

The intellect 
of the people of this country is pot con 
fi-ed to the sons of the aristocracy or the 
wealthy classes. George Washington was sa 
surveyor; Benjamin Franklin was a printer;

Andrew Jackson was a penniless orphan; 
Henry Ciay was a mill-boy; Daniel Web 
ster was the son of poor parentage; An- 
drew Johnson was a tailor, who whev mar 
ried could neither read nor write; his wife 
taught him to read; he was self-educated 
self-made; General Grant was a tanner; 
the great commoner, Alexander H. Ste- 
yoo was a poororpban boy; Abraham 
incoin split raiis and labored in his youth 
with his hands for his living; and I believe 
the president-elect, Generai Garfield, was 
born of poor parentage. 

Then it is true that in this country as 
well as in every other the intellect of the 
country is not confined to the sons of the 
wealthier or the ruling classes; and 
[ maintaig that the state bas a right to 
have the intellect of the whole country de- 
veloped out of the mass of _ the 
wealth of the country and brought into ac 


‘4 tion for the protection of society and the 


building up and development of the coun 
try. How can this be done? Only by the 
ucation of the children of all classes of 
society. I have no doubt many a man has 
lived in the United States of intellect as 

das those I have mentioned who has 
ied unknown to fame. Why so? Because 
no circumstance has led to the first stage 
of development that has made the person 
himself conscious of his own powers, That 
bright boy has never been sent to scho»!; 
he has never been taught even the first 
rudiments of a common education; he has 
been confined to labor in the back woods, in 
the factory, in the shop or in the mines, 
and while he may have been regarded there 
asoneof the most intellectual of his com 
rades, there hss Been no development that 
showed his powers to either him or them, 
or that gave the country the benefitof those 
powers. 

Educate the whole mass of the people 
and you have the benefit of ail this power 
Let me illustrate. The honorabie senator 
who has just taken his seat was too modest 
to refer to-it because he is from New Eng- 
lard, but we fing a noted exampie there 
When the Puritans, as we term them, land- 


ed in this country and Jocated themselves 
on the bleak shores of New England, they 
commenced building up socie'y by the or. 
ganization of churches and the building of 
houses of worship, and they located the 
school-house near the church. They estab 
lished a system of common schools that 
was intended to embrace the whole popula. 
tion and to give every child an  eagewe g 
to have a common education. They com- 
menced early, and laid deep the foundations 
of their universitiesand colleges. The re- 
sult has been that they have eudowed and 
built up colleges of a very high order, 
where immense numbers of the young men | 
of this céhntry have been educated. 

Go out through the mighty west and over 
the territories tothe Pacific ocean, and 
what do you ind? Where wasthe mem- 
ber of congress or the senator in this hall 
educated? Usuallyata New England col- 
lege, Where wasthe minister of religion, 
of the village doctor, or the lawyer, or the 
local politician educated? Most of them 
in New England colleges. Thus they car- 
ried New England ideas all through the 
west, which have controlled in the organi- 
zation of society and the legislation of states, 
and in that way New England may be said 
to have dictated laws to the continent. Her 
ideas, taught to the youths that have gone 
out west and scattered all over this broad 
land, have been carried along aud ingrafted 
upon society, and we are obliged to admit 
that they have done a great deal in 
controlling the destinies of the country. 

It was not only so with New Eagiand; 
but there is another very noted example 
worthy of our attention. I refer to the 
kingdom of Prussia. At the time Napoleon 
the First led his army over Europe like an 
avalanche and swept down kingdoms and 
empires before him, Prussia was a 
thiri-class p»wer, devastated - the rav 
ages of war. At the end of the great 
struggle, in making preparations to build 
up society, she early took into account 
the importance of educating the 
whole mass of her people. She 
endowed universities liberally; she 
established asysiem of public schools through- 
out the entire kingdom, and she not oly by ner 
legislation from time to time made provisiou for 
the education of all her children, but she made 
their edu mn compulsory. She permits no 
father who has been the means of bringing off- 
spring into society to mo “I will not permit my 
chiid to be educated; I will not send him te 
school’ She says: ‘'The state has an interest in 
it, and it shall be done.’’ The law requires the 
parent to send the son, and then the state giv s 
him the rudiments of an education. He must 
have it; the good of society requires it; the law 
compels it. 

How did it work? From a third-rate power 
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Prussia rose rapidly to a second-rate puwer; 
and within the last few years the test of 
str came between the kingdom of Prussia 
and the empire set up by Napoleon, when his 
successor, a wise sta.esman, was upon the throne. 
What was the result? That litile third rate king 

dom, overrun by Napoleon the First. had risen to 
bea power in Europe, and when the struggle came 
Prussia swept over France, dethroned the morn- 
a:ch, the successor to Napoieon First, and dictated 
terms ty France upon her own soil.

ere, then, was another step taken iu the won- 
derful development in connection With this race. 
From having been prisoners of heads of tribes in 
Afiica and sold by theirown people into slavery, 
and from having gone through a .ong period of 
servitude, the time had come when Providence 
determined they should no longer beslaves. But 
asour friends of New England and the northern 
states had engaged in the importation of them 
and had sold them to us, and made F pan by it,

When the constitution of the United States was 
formed sl very was not ouly tolerated and pro- 
visio . made for the surrendering up of fugitive 
slaves to the owver on requisition, bnt at that 
time the states were not ready w cut off the im 
portation ; those engaged in the traffic wanted to 
make more money outof it.
